A s we briefly stated in o ur dis­ 
patches o n th a t day, R. S. Co wan, 
.supreme m aster o f th e Mystic Wo rk­ 
ers o f the Wo rld, died Tuesday mo rn­ 
ing, Sept. 1st, at his ho me in Ro ck­ 
fo rd, alter an illness extending since 
last .September. 
Sev eral tim es the 
mysterio us 
and 
baffling 
disease 
bro ught him clo se to death ’s do o r, and 
at o ne tim e while he was at the Battle 
reek sanitariu m , his wife was sum ­ 
mo ned wit h the belief th a t he was 
abo ut to pass away. 
The deceased w*is the head o f the 
Mystic Wo rkers, being selected to th a t 
place in Ju ne, 1902, when the natio nal 
co nv entio n o t the bo dy was held in 
Ro ckfo rd, bu t sev eral m o nths after 
his electio n, his health began to fail, 
and the o nce st ro ng man so o n became 
weak. 
He was co nfined to his ho me 
and the physicians to o k up the case 
and said they co uld no t so lv e the 


n a t u r e o f the disease.

the B attle Creek Sanitariu m , 
where he went in Ju ne, it was fo und 
th a t his heart was in po o r co nditio n, 
and th a t there was a blo o d clo t o n the 
brain. 
These are said to hav e been 
the cause o f his death.

retu rned ho me abo ut 
three weeks ago .

fo r ten years prev io us to th a t time. 
Mr. Co wan is surv iv ed by his father, 
Dav id Co wan, who resides w ith him, 
his wido w and three children, Archi­ 
bald, Edward and Chester 
Co wan. 
Two sisters, Miss Elizabeth Co wan o f 
Ro ckfo rd and Mrs. H. S, Parker o f El 
Reno , Okla. also surv iv e, besides a 
bro ther, A. T. Co wan, edito r o f the
